ANOTHER DESPATCH FROM MR 
OBAWBERLAIN. | 


REPLY TO THE UNOFFICIAL MEMORANDUM. 
Tho following communication from Mr 
Chamberlin is forwarded to us officially

I have the honour to acknowledge

cent. of the gross revenue, less thy proceeds

2. I request you to inform the Members 
of the Council, that Her Majesty's Gov- 
ernment regret that they cannot agreo to, 
this Proposal, as they cannot admit that a 
fixed rate of contribution forall time, 
irrespective of the compirative fiiancial 
ability of the Colony to contribute to the 
cost of ita defence, 18 a fair or reasonable 
arrangement. : ; 

3, You will remember that in Viscount 
Knutsford’s Despatch’ No. 8 of 20th Jan- 
uary, 1890, the contribution of £40,000 a 
year was fired for three years only (after- 
wards extended to five years), on the dis- 
tinct understanding that the rate would be 
re-considered later on, and possibly in- 
creased. The Members of the Council ara 
therefore in errorin implying, in paragraph 
8 of their Memorandum, that the question 
was only re-considercd in consequence of 
their representations that tho contribution 
of £40,000 was excessive. 

4, They are alao under a -misapprohen- 
sion in supposing that my Despatch No. 
128 of 8th Juno was intondod to preclude 
any future remission of taxation in the 
Colony, should it heresfter appear that the 
Revenue vxeceded the necessary expendi- 
ture of.the Culony. That Despatch ingrely 
stated that if the accounts were altered so 
as to take large items of receipts out. of the 
Ravenue, on which the Military Contribu- 
tion is calculated, it would be necessary to 
consider the question of altering tho rate 
of percentage. 

5, Ladhore to tho opinion that severiteen 
and a half per cent. of thy: groys revonue 
(less land sales) as at prosont brought to 
account, is by no means an unreasonable

EXPLORING AN AUSTRALIAN 
: DESERT, 


TERRIOLA EXPERIENCES. 


The North-west corner of Western Aus. 


tralin shows, in rocent maps, a wide blank 
‘space marked : Great Sandy desert. This 
desert was travérsed at imminent Feri by 
Major Warburton in 1874, fram Ensat to 
West. 
tion started to explore the desert: by 
crossing . it, from South to North, 
the course being directed to a rivor, 
the Fitzroy, on. the north-west. bor- 
der, The oxpedition, under command 
Mr L, B, Wells, act out oquipped 
with camels. “At tho.end of September tho 
party entered the desert. Tho distance to 
the river proved to be 500 miles, and tho 
country was a wildernesa of continuous 
sand ridges and thoy grass, a few low 
ridges and ranges of clay, rock, and sand- 
stone, partly covered with drift. The 
Isat 300° miles wore almost destitute of 
camel‘ feed and water, the sand ridges 
were more numereus, steep and high, 
and crowned with red drift; Owing to 
this. and tho intense-heat from the sand, 
the camels collapsed 170 milos from the 
Fitzroy, the jattor distanca was traversed 
50 miles by inovnlight and 120 miles by 
starlight ; the’ party were unable to wor! 
the camels after 9a.m. On threo occasions 
they were fn - most critical position for 
want of water, Five camels were abnan- 
doned dead and perishing from. thirst. “In 
the ‘desert, two of the party strayed to 
search for water and never returned.. All 
tha scientific collections had to be aban- 
doned as well as all the oquipments, pro- 
visions, and personal effects, to enable the 
remainder of tho party to push on. The 
party renched tho Fitzroy river quite 
oxhausted about the middlo of last month.
